Put Them on the List 


It is not at all surprising that enemy 
submarines are still in the St. Lawrence, 
where they sank the tenth ship two weeks 
ago. The latest sinking was farther up 
stream than any of the others, but at. a 
point where the river still is 20 miles wide. 
A waterway of that width and depth, 
which dozens of vessels ply daily, is ad- 
mirable hunting ground for submarines 
which are operated, as are those of the 
enemy, without regard for the rules of 
war. The wonder is that their score has 
not been larger. 

A point to remember—and it should 
be remembered—is that in no single case 
was a ship in the St. Lawrence warned be- 
fore it was sunk, This plain requirement 
of international law has been violated one 
hundred per cent in that area, Every Axis 
submarine commander who has operated 
successfully in the St. Lawrence deserves 
to be hanged. . 

Some one at Ottawa should be keep- 
ing careful record of these criminal sink- 
ings, with all the information obtainable 
which may lead to the identification of the 
men responsible. And when the time for 
settlement comes it should be a particular 
duty of Canada’s representatives to see 
that justice overtakes every one of the 
murderers whose guilt can be proved.

Planes Score Again 


The fighting on, over and around the 
Solomon islands is specifically a fight for 
an airfield, on Gaudalcanal. The advantage 
which the United States marines gained 
when they seized the field is shown by the 
all-out attempt the Japanese are making to 
recapture it. They are apparently pre- 
pared to pay any price in lives to recover 
that small piece of level and cleared ground 
in an otherwise jungle-covered and moun- 
tainous island. Its location is of course 
what gives Henderson airfield its import- 
ance—and has made its name a household 
word in countries where it had never been 
heard three months ago. 

The bits of early news reaching the 
outside world gave the impression that the 
fighting to hold this airfield was being 
done mainly by the marines and soldiers 
who were resisting the attacks of the rein 
forced Japanese on the airfield itself.

The Italian houswife gets only half 
as much bread a week as her op- 
posite number in Germany.

equivalent of two small rolls 
Potatoes are rationed localiy. In

In indusirial districts the food 
shortage makes itself particularly 
felt. Mussolini himself admitted 
this iecently in a message to the 
workers of Milan Nearly every 
day Italian newspapers contain 
appeals asking the public to be 
patient with those in charge of 
food distribution. One day Rome 
housewives find the fruit and vege- 
table markets empty, The next day 
women in Turin or Genoa search 
in vain for meat 

As a matter of fact, the first 
proper Food Offices to supervise 
rationing regulations and food dis 
tribution were only set @p in Au- 
gus! ol this year. llallans who were 
asking for au explanation of this 
state of affairs were given one 
reason It was stated bluntly in 
the annual report of one of the 
most important Italian financial 
concerns, the Bank of Naples. It 
said; “We Italians have made a 
misiake about the duration of this 
war, and the result of our mis 
calculation, which we have main- 
tained for 15 months, was that 
the most important requirements 
of the war effort have’ been 
neglected,”

They have forged 
cards, hoarded foodstuffs, 
and sold stocks from the State 
Depots They have discredited the 
prestige of the Fascist Party and 
its Duce in the eyes of even the 
most tolerant Italian 

Little more than a month ago 
Mussolini summoned the chiefs of 
the Fascist Party to his marble- 
walled study at the Palazzo Vene- 
zia. Al the end of this conference 
he sigred a decree expelling some 
sixty-six thousand members of the 


Party and dismissing scores of 
officials. A fortnight later he ap- 
pointed two new regional inspec- 


tors anc five provincial leaders of 
the Fascist movement, But the 
crisis is by no means over. Only 
a few days ago one of the Vice- 
Secretaries of the Fascist Party, 
Cario Ravasio, said in a speech 
at Trieste: “Party comrades: at 
precent a severe revision of the 
Fascist Party's ranks is being 
made.” 

The task of carrying out this “re- 
vision” of the declining Fascist 
movement has fallen to a new man 

to Vidussoni, Mussolini's twenty- 
six-year-old Secretary of the Fas- 
cist Party. Vidussoni is a fanatic, 
He belongs to that young genera- 
tion of Italians who only know 
Fascism, who have grown up in 
the Fascist mentality, fed by such 
emply phrases as “Italian glory”, 
“living space”, “Italy's imperial 
mission’, and so on, Today these 
young Fascists are perhaps the 
most Cisappointed of all Italians, 
They are disgusted with the in- 
efficiency, slackness, and corrup- 
tion of the bigwigs 

To Mussolini they might become 
dangerous. He, therefore, decided 
to take the wind out of their sails 
and appointed one of them, Vidus- 
soni his second in command. The 
indifference, the almost cynical at- 
titude of many Italians to this war 
comes out in a quip which is cur- 


rent in Italy at the present mo- 
ment. It runs: “If England wins 
the war, we are losers; if Germany 
wins it. we are lost.”
